Co-operative Educational associ- 
ation was able to organize a school and 
civic league and an athletic association.

The Day of Atonement. 


The Day of Atonement is the holiest 


.ay in the Jewish calendar. This year it 
alls on Saturday, Oct. 11. Its biblical 
lesignation is Yyn _ha-Kippurim, later 
hortened to Yom Kippur. According to 
Biblical tradition it is one of the cycle 
of holidays instituted by Moses, for we 
ind it mentioned in Leviticus 23:26-32, in 
ihe list of holidays. Its ceremonial is 
described in Leviticus 16, its sacrifices in 
Numbers 39:7-11. 


However, the Day of Atonement is nol 


dependent on-the sacrificial service pre- 
scribed in the Bible. Thus, after the de 
Rtmction of the temple in the year 7Q 
when sacrifices were abolished, the Daj 
of Atonement was able to survive. an( 
of all the holidays of the Jewish calenda 
it has most completely held its own' in 
the hearts, and observance of the Jewish 
people.
